IThe authors' backgrounds vary quite a bit. For example, Paul Montgomery 
was a president and CEO of Jefferson Coin & Bullion and then president of 
Bowers and Merena Galleries. Mark Borckardt started collecting coins early 
at the age of 12 and opened a coin shop called Collectors Cabinet. Later Mark 
became a senior numismatist at Bowers and Merena Galleries. Surprisingly 
Ray Knight is not even a coin collector. His background is in advertising, 
creative writing and broadcast producing. 

The book begins with theories on how the U.S. Mint might have produced the five 1913 Liberty Nickels. The timeframes 
of the orders from the U.S. Mint and U.S. Treasury suggest that the coins were made without authorization. This is 
because the design of the nickel was going to change in 1913 to the Indian on the obverse and buffalo on reverse. 
Therefore the nickels were not authorized by the U.S. Mint and there is question about their authenticity and legitimacy. 

The 1913 Liberty Nickels were not known until Samuel W. Brown of North Tonawanda, N.Y. advertised to by an example 
for $500 in the December 1919 issue of The Numismatist. The following month he advertised for $600 for an example 
of the nickel. Was he just trying to increase the price of the Liberty Nickels he already had? 

The best part of this book is the two major stories and finding out the history of the owners of the coins. This book is 
worth reading, but the theories get a little annoying and difficult to follow. Luckily the story of Eric P. Newman selling 
four of the coins, and George Walton's tragic automobile accident, make these nickels much more enjoyable. The most 
exciting story in the book is the display of the nickels at the FUN show on July 30, 2003, which were publicly owned and 
privately owned.
